UNIVERSITY, COUNTY AND COMMUNE HOSPITALS TO DETERMINE 
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EFFICACY OF ACUPUNCTURE TECHNIQUE FOR SURGERY, THE 
FREQUENCY OF USE, THE CRITERIA USED TO SELECT ACUPUNCURE 
ANESTHESIA FOR A PATIENT, AND THE RESPONSE OF THE PATIENT 
TO SURGERY AND TO ACUPUNCTURE ANESTHESIA; 

B. VISIT INDIVIDUALS AND INSTITUTIONS INTERESTED IN 
NEUROPHYSIOLOGICAL MECHANISMS THAT UNDERLIE PAIN AND 
ACUPUNCTURE ANALGESIA; 

C. DISCUSSION WITH INDIVIDUALS INTERESTED IN THEORY OF 
PAIN; AND 

D. VISIT INDIVIDUALS AND INSTITUTIONS DOING EXPERIMENTS 

ON ANIMALS AND PHYSIOLOGICAL AND PSYCHOLOGICAL MEASURE-

KONG ON APRIL 28; SHE AND MOST OF GROUP WILL STAY AT 
MERLIN HOTEL. DELEGATION CHAIRMAN PAPPER AND TWO OTHER 
MEMBERS WILL STAY AT PENINSULA HOTEL. SO FAR GROUP HAS 
NOT REQUESTED ANY MEETING WITH CONGEN IN HONG KONG BUT 
WE HAVE FURNISHED NAMES OF CONGEN OFFICERS WHO MIGHT BE 
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
